Note: The above is apparently the lost ‘Marostica Sibyl’ which has been known, to 
date, in various replicas, the most famous being the Vanitas, formerly called a Giorgione, 
now given to Titian, in the Alte Pinakothek, Munich; the Marostica version being 
known and recorded by the writers on Giorgione (v. infra) as from the collection of 
Senior Sorio of Marostica. Crowe and Cavalcaselle (v. infra) describe the above paint- 
ing as: “The representation of a Sibyl, of which so many varieties are given to Giorgione. 
Early in the seventeenth century Andrea Vendramin, whose studio was known to many 
connoisseurs, reproduced one of these sibyls under Giorgione’s name, and Ridolfi de- 
scribed another in private hands in Venice. Both descriptions point to a canvas belong- 
ing to Senior Sorio of Marostica, in the province of Vicenza... There is something 
in the poetry of attitude . . . . that chimes in with our ideal of Giorgione... Ina replica 
at Pavia a mirror takes the place of the Sibylline book . . . Another replica with the 
mirror in the Pinakothek at Munich . . . Though much in the technical treatment re- 
calls the Giorgionesque, the broad and masculine head and shoulders are in the spirit of 
Pordenone....” The portrait mentioned by Ridolfi (v. infra), referred to in the above, 
is described as from the collection of Giovanni Battista Sanuto of Venice. In a pamph- 
let by Francesco Zanotto, La Sibilla Delfica Quadro di Giorgio Barbarella detto II 
Giorgione, Venice 1856 {see illustration, facing page 9, of title page and engraving 
opposite it}, a rare publication which will be given to the purchaser, Zanotto traces the 
provenance of this Sanuto painting as follows {translation}: “It is very fortunate that 
Guiseppe Sorio of Marostica inherited the beautiful figure known as La Sibilla . . . this 


picture has been spoken of as existing . . . . in the possession of Gio. Battista Sanuto 
{see above }. 


“To complete the history of this painting . . . it was brought to Venice in 1620 by 
Gio. Battista Sanudo {sic} who was mayor and captain of Treviso, and he adorned (as 
the note by Ridolfi cited above indicates) his palace with this splendid work, where it 
remained until 1684; in which year Gio. Battista Sanudo, the son of Matteo, being cre- 
ated bishop of Treviso . . . . removed this painting with other paintings to his residence 
where he died in January, 1709. This we may establish from the unpublished memoirs 
of this noble house, now extinct. 

“This picture returned by chance to the same city from which it was taken away, 
and it remained after the death of that prelate {Sanudo} in the same city and, passing 
through various houses and various vicissitudes, it arrived in the first years of the present 
century in the possession of Giuseppe Linarolli di Codego, from whom it was then ac- 
quired by the worthy Melchior Franco of Marostica, doctor of medicine and a passionate 
collector of books, rarities and paintings . . . . and bequeathed by him at his death to the 
present possessor, Giuseppe Sorio of Marostica . . .” 

The above provenance connects the recorded Sorio painting with the signed affida- 
vit which accompanies the above painting, dated Godego [sic], August 1856, stating 
{translation}: “The undersigned swear that the Sibyl of Giorgione . . . which today is 


in the possession of the heir Franco di Marostica, and which was owned formerly by

1817), was the daughter of Beeston Long, Esq., 
of Carshalton, and sister of Sir Charles Long, afterwards Lord Farnborough; married 
April 23, 1774, George William Prescott, Esq., of Hardshaw Hall, Co. Chester, who 
was created a baronet Dec. 9, 1794. 

The children are George Beeston, afterwards 2nd baronet (1775-1850); William

Note: Maria (1737-1807), second daughter of the Hon. Sir Edward Walpole, 
K.B., married, firstly, in 1759, James, 2nd Earl Waldegrave, K.G., and secondly, in 
1766, William Henry, 1st Duke of Gloucester and Edinburgh (1743-1805), third son 
of Frederick, Prince of Wales, by whom she had issue: William Frederick, 2nd Duke 
of Gloucester, Sophia Matilda, and Carolina Augusta Maria. As the marriage took 
place before the passing of the Royal Marriages Act, it was acknowledged by George III, 
but a reconciliation with his brother did not take place until 1776. The Duchess was 
the niece of Horace Walpole, who frequently refers to her extreme beauty. 

Sophia Matilda, her daughter, was ranger of Greenwich Park; born in 1773; died 
unmarried in 1844.

Note: Jane Gale (d. 1819), daughter and heiress of Matthias Gale of Catsgill 
Hall, Cumberland; married January 29, 1776, her cousin Colonel Wilson Gale Braddyl, 
M.P., of Conishead Priory, the son of John Gale of Highead Castle, Cumberland, and 
assumed by Royal Warrant, 1776, the name and arms of Braddyl. 

In Lonsdale Magazine (v. infra) the portrait was described as “the companion to 
the other {Colonel Braddyl} both of which are nearly as large as life. The attitude is 
extremely graceful; and there is a melancholy sweetness over the whole piece.” 

Mr W. Roberts, co-author of the standard book on Romney, writes in a letter 
dated September 25, 1916, which will be given to the purchaser: “I am very much 
obliged to you for allowing me to see Romney’s whole-length portrait of Mrs Braddyl 
before it is shipped to America. I first saw it many years ago with Mr Humphry Ward 
when it was at Sir Henry Meysey-Thompson’s (now Lord Knaresborough) house at 
Hamilton Place, Piccadilly. I remember it distinctly; it hung high up in a dark passage 
or hall, where it could only be seen indistinctly. What appeared to us to be ‘restorations’ 
was chiefly accumulations of dirt and dirty varnish. I have recently examined the picture, 
before and after the covering of dirt had been removed, and there were no restorations, 
such as might be inferred from my ‘Catalogue Raisonné’. It is in excellent condition, and 
is one of the most attractive whole-length Romney’s I have ever seen, and I congratulate 
you on possessing such a picture, which I am sure will speedily find a home amid con- 
genial surroundings in America. Mrs Braddyl was one of the grandes dames of her time. 
You are of course familiar with the portrait of her by Sir Joshua—painted eight years 
after the Romney—now in the Wallace Collection. But I prefer that of her by Romney, 
where she was in all the magisterial splendour of her youth and dignified beauty.”

Macedoyne (Macedonia) in the story is a remote district 
of Spain, half a day’s journey from Suze (Syria) where the King and his court are in 
residence. Laureole (Lauriola) is the beautiful daughter of King Gaulo, beloved by 
Lerian (Leriano), a Macedonian youth, who is found by the Traveler imprisoned in 
the Carcel de Amor. The tapestry shows the imprisonment of Lerian, the delivery of 
a missive from Lerian to Laureole by the Traveler, the return of Lerian to Suze, where 
he is received by great lords, and his final meeting with Laureole, the King’s daughter, 
shown in the foreground, the maiden fainting in the arms of her mother, the Queen. 
Gobel (op. cit. p. 20) erroneously refers the subject to a Perseus—Alexander series; two 
other subjects from the same story were also in the Goulden collection.
